WASHINGTON, October 20.—Secretary 


Lamar to-day heard arguments by rep- 
resentatives of the various railroads in 
favor of a review of his decision render- 
ed some time since, changing tho meth- 
od of procedure by railroads in eiclucJ- 
ing mineral lands from their selections 
Some months ago Commissioner Sparks 
askod the Secretary to change his regu- 
lations so that hereafter railroads would 
be compelled to file an affidavit as com- 
prehensive as that of the pre-emption 
ontryman—that none of the lands se- 
lected were mineral, and that actual 
survey and personal investigation had 
proven this. 


The Central Pacific roaJ, by its coun- 


sel, showed a letter asserting that it 
would require affidavits 
from 
three- 


quarters of the citizen* of Utah, Nevada 
and California, in which tho road had 
selected some 400,000 acres of land. 


The Secretary, however, acceded to 


the Commissioner's request, and chang- 
ed the regulations BO as to compel this 
sort of affidavit from the roruls. 
The 


decision was almost immediately with- 
drawn, however, to allow the railroads 
to argue tho case, an J this was dono to- 
day. 


The argument tended to show that the 


mineral lands through which all land- 
grant railroads run are very extensive, 
and that a personal examination of every 
tract would be necessary under the pre- 
emption affidavit, would be.'impossible. 
The notes of the Surveyor-General must 
bo dopendod upou, uud ns a United 
States official his roport ought to bo sat- 
isfactory to the Goverumenf.
